Fine kindling wood comes principally^ 


from the forests of Virginia, Ttai 
trees, says the Scientific American, arc^ 
first cut down .and the trunks qua** 
tered and sawed into proper lengthaj » 
The wood it then carted to the coast^ 
packed into Bailing Teasels and brought 
to this section, where it U bought up 
at the dock* by the dealers and manu-; 
factored Into kindling wood, being; 
first tawed Into short lengths, then; 
passed through a steam splitter whlchi 
earrie* tho pieces to an elevator, which! 
in turn paeaes them along and dropV 
them down Into the delivery wagons^ 
The pieces of timber, which arc four? 
feet si 7 inches In length, are first sawext 
into eight and one-halt Inch lengthJsJ , 
tho saws used for the purpose being^ 
thirty inches ia diameter, one-elghthl 
of an Inch In thieknes, having fifty, 
inch aad a quarter teeth. These saws 
make about two thousand revolutions 
per minute, the attendant being ablei 
to saw up about from twelve to fifteen 
cords per day. The pieces as fast 
as they are sawed are passed to a 
•team splitter. They are first placed; 
end up on a movable endless chain J 
which, by the aid of two hexagon 
•wheels and a ratchet wheel which U 
worked by an eccentric, cause* tha 
chain with the wood to more along 
under the Vires, which pass down 
through the pieces of wood, splitting1 
each of them Into a dozen or mora 
pieces.
